MEN AND WOMEN FLEE 
WITH CLOTHING AFIR 
BEGGING. FOR DEATH 


Twenty Are Dead Already, and Two 
@undred Injured, of Whom It | 
Is Thought That 75 Per 
Cent Will Die—Naphtha 
Was Ignited by 
Switch Light. 


Pitteburg, Pa., May 12.—lne sSneredan 
yerd of the Pan-Handle railroad was the 
scene this evening of one of the most dis- 
astrous explosions and fires Known in 
this section for many years. A score of 
lives were lost and about 2 persons were 
@o badly burned that, according to the 
judgment of physicians in attendance, (> 
per cent of them will die from the effects 
of their injuries. 

The property loss will amount to at 
least $600,000.

How the Horror Occurred. 

While a train of naphtha cars wag being 
switched the rear car telescoped a car 
forward. ‘The leaking napntha ignited 
from a switch light, causing an explosion 
which threw the flames WO feet hich. 
Much of the escaping naphtha ran 
throut@h corks run to Esplenbourgh, a dis- 
tance of 1 1-2 miles. and caused another 
explosion, blowing to atoms the Seymour 
hotel and the Collins house, on HKiver 
road. and badly wrecking a frame build- 
ing near by, in which were congregated 
200 or more men from Pittsburg and vt- 
cinity, betting on the races’and baseball, 
Few of the eaccupants of this puilding es- 
caped injury, many being badly hurt. 
Mrs. Seymour and her daugnter, of the 
@heredan hotel, were seriously, and it is 
feared, fatally injured. 

The first car of naphtha exploded about 
4:40 o'clock ami the spectacle soon at- 
tracted a large crowd on the streets, lin- 
ing the hills om both sides of and parallel} 
to the railroad. The second car exploded 
about 6 o'clock, but it was 6:15 o'clock 
when three more cars of the deadly stuff 
went wp with @ roar that could be heard 
for miles before the work of destruction 
really began. 

*Torrent of Flame. 

A torrent of flame belched forth on each 
side of the track, sweeping back the ter- 
rified spectatdrs like a charge of artillerr 
and sending a shower of fiame over their 
heads. 

The sufocessive explosions had heated 
the air to such an extent that before the 
third explosion mgny were rendered un- 
conscious by the extreme heat and 
gaseous fumes. and were eing carried 

Sg@way when the torrent of Mame Swept 
over the excited crowd. 

There was an awful hush for a moment, 
then followed a scene of frenzy. Men and 
women, their clothing ablaze, their faces 
scorched and blistered, and their hair 
burned off their heads, ran hither ana 
thither, only intent on escaping from the 


furnace of fire. Some gave vent to fren- 


gied appeals to kil! them and put tnem out 
of their misery, and littie chilaren with 
their hair and clothing afire, cried pit- 
eously as they were swept along the tide 
of burning humanity. 
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PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI, 
Where the Government Troops and Rebels Are Fighting. 
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HAITIEN REBELS WIN 
IN A STREET BATTLE 
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Port Au Prince, Haiti, May 12.—Severe 
fighting took place in the streets of Port 
au Prince tciay. The situation is very 
serious... ; 

The street fighting resulted in a tri- 
umph for the opponents of the govern- 
ment. The troops at the arsenal sur- 
rendered without any resistance and the 
government passed into the nands of tne 
revolutionists. Only two men were kilied 
and three wounded. 

A provisional government has been es- 
tablished under the presidency of Hois- 
rono Canai, a former chief magistrate of 
Haiti. He says all the towns of the re- 
public are in a state of revolution. 

Former President Sam still occunies 
the palace, but he will embark this even- 
ing or tomorrow on board a French mail 
boat. 

Port au Prince is now quiet, but further 
fighting is expected this evening. 

Boisrono Canal was elected president 
of Haiti July W, 1876. <A revolution against 
him broke out in 1879. and ‘he resigned 
about July 17 of that year. He was suc- 
ceeded Sy General Salomon. 

The island of Haiti is one of the largest 
of the West Indies and is the culmination

The whole length of 
the island of Haiti 1s 4u/ miles. it great- 
est whith, where it extends down to Cape 
Beata on the southern coast, is 165 miles, 
its form is very irregular, narrowing to- 
ward the east. and its area is about 
28,250 miles. One of the things for whicn 
Haiti has been famous was the reign otf 
Toussaint L’UOuverture, who, once a slave, 
eventually became dictator over the whole 
island. In July, 1801, he declared the 
independence of the island of the French 
government and set himself up tor presi- 
dent for life. Many bloody struggles have 
since marked the history of the island, 
though the reign of President Sam was 
comparatively peaceful, 

Port au Prince. in the streets of which 
the encounter of yesterday took place, is 
the capital of the republic, as well as the 
principal port and the chief ‘commercial 
city. It stands at the head of the bay 
which penetrates so deeply into the west- 
ern end of the island. Porf au Prince 
has from 23,000 to 40,000 inhab.tants, and 
although Jt'1s the center of nearly all the 
foreign trade, it is shabby, il-Kept, foul- 
smelling Sand a most unwholesome placc.

THOUSANTS MADE HOMELESS 


By the Earthquake Which Rocked 
Guatemala—Not Many Killed. 


New Orleans, La., May 12.—Details re- 
ceived by the Breakwater today show 
that the earthquake in Guatemala occur- 
red at 8:30 o'clock at night, and whole 
cities were destroyed and many lives 
lost. The loss of life was not greater 
pecause the bufflings are mostly one 
story. The shock followed the line of 
the Sierra Madre mountains. The city 
of Quesaltenago, 6,000 inhabitants; St. 
Marcos, San Pedro and Seejutlax were 
destroyed and about 80,000 people alto- 
gether rendered homeless and are guf- 
fering for food and shelter. ; 

Soldiers have been sent to preserve 
order and protect property. President 
Cabreras headed a fund with $20,000, the 
American colony in Guatemala City con- 
tributed $25,000 and the relief fund has 
alremiy reached $131,000. A special tax: on 
whisky and tobacco and land under eul- 
tivation bas’ been levied, anc™the author- 
ities empowered to pledge taxes for funds 
for immediate use.

Muskogee, Ind, IT., May 12.—A race war 
is on at Braggs, 2 miles east of Musko- 
gee. Five negroes and one white man 
have been shot anti one stabibea. Seven- 
ty-five negroes attempted to wipe out 
the white settlement of fitteen tamilies 
near Braggs. The whites fave appealed 
to the United States marshal fro pro- 
tection and have been instructed to arm 
and grotect themselves.

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SHE SIGNS LAST DEOREES. 


Regency of the Mother of Young Al- 
fonso Hts Terminated. 

Madrid. May 12.—The brilliant weather 
today encouraged the crowds to pour out 
in the streets of the city and every thor- 
oughfare was filled with merry makers. 

The appearance of the streets was in 
strong contrast to the scene which at 
the same time was being enacted within 
the palace. Here the festivity gave 
place to a drama. Premier Sagasta and 
his colleagues procéaded to the palace 
for a formal leave-taking of the queen 
regent and to present for her majesty’s 
signature the last decrees to which her 
hand and seal will ever be affixed as 
regent of Spain. 

When the queen regent withdrew her 
pen from the parchment conferring the 
order of the Golden Fleece upon the 
her eyes were 
moist. Her regency really terminated 
at this time, akthough until the king 
takes the oath in the presence of the 
chambers, May 17, his mother remains 
Officially the queen regent. 

It was a pathetic scene when the min- 
isters were ushered into the queen re- 
gent’s cabinet. She received them with 
the young king at her side. Premier 
Sagasta delivered an eloquent address 
of leave-taking, to which the queen re- 
sponded with. much emotion.

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Washington, May ~12.—The president 
himself turned his attention today to the 
extension mt relief to the sufferers from 
the terrible catasmophe in the Lesser 
Antilles. To thieg) d he called in Sec- 
retary Hay. Thwe qfficial had with him 
the dispatch fro fonited States Consul 
Ayme, which sePthe 4s Official confirma- 
tion of the worge thports of the extent 
of the disaster ai earn thé opinon of the 
president, fully j emergency meas- 
ures. So Secretst: ay was requesjfed 
to acquaint Secra®®s “Root gnd Secretary 
Moody with the? crasident’s wishes and 
they were charged to carry out the details 
of the arrangements. The treasury de- 
partment also was instructed to coop- 
erate.

He will be in com- 
plete chdrge of the distribution of the 
stores and a fund of $5,000 was allotted to 
him for emergency expenses. 

Admiral Bradford, chief of the bureau 
of equipment, suggested the sending of 
the water barges at Norfolk and Key 
West to supply good water to the refu- 
gees, a suggestion which was taken under 
advisement. 

President Asks for $500,000. 

The president today sent the following 
message to congress: 

To the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives:. One of the greatest calamities 
in history has fallen upon our neighbor- 
ing island of Martinique. The consul of 
the United States at Guadaloupe has 
telegraphed from Fort de France, under 
date of. yesterday, that the disaster is 
complete; that the city of St. Pierre 
has ceased to exist, and that the Amer- 
ican consul and his family have per- 
ished. “He is informed that 30,000 people 
have lost their lives and that 50,000 are 
homeless and hungry; that there is ur- 
gent need of all kinds of provisitns, and 
that the visit of vessels for the work 
of supply and rescue is jmperativefy 
required. 

The government of France, while ex- 
pressing their thanks for the marks bf 
sympathy which have reache@ them from 
America, inform us that Fort de France 
and the entire island of Martinique are 
still] threatened. They, therefore, request 
that, for the purpose of rescuing the 
people who are in such deadly peril and 
threatened with starvation, the govern- 
ment of the United Statgs may send, 
as soon as possible, the means of trans- 
porting them from the stricken island. 
The island of St. Vincent and, perhaps, 
others in that region are also seriously 
menaced by the calamity which has 
taken so appalling a form in Martinique. 

I have directed the departments of the 
treasury, of war and of the mary to 
take such measures for the relief of 
these stricken people as lies within the 
executive discretion, and I earnestly 
commend this case of unexampled disas- 
ter to the generous consideration of 
congress. For this purpose I recommend 
that an appropriation of $500,000 be made. 
to be immediately available.

The house today passed by an over- 
whelming vote a bill granting $200,000 
for the relief of the sufferers in the 
great calamity in the West Indies. The 
bill was a substitute to the relief meas- 
ure passed by the senate, which carried 
$100,000, the increase having followed the 
receipt of a message from the president 
setting forth the magnitude of the calam- 
ity and urging ap appropriation of $600,-

ST. VINCENT MEETS 


FATE OF ST. PIERRE 
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Roseau, Island of Dominica, B. W. L., 
May 12.—The Soufriere volcano, on the 
island of St. Vincent, has, been in full 
eruption since Wednesday last. Several 
plantations have been destroyed: Earth- 
quakes and loud reports accompanied the 
eruption and stones and ashes fell at 
Kingston. 

Many persons were wounded and the 
bodies of 500 dead are unburied. 

Barabos, 9% miles off, was in total 
darkness tor a. time. Pebbles and gritty 
substances have fallen there. 

Canoes crowded with refugees are ar- 
riving at Dominica and their occtipants 
are most hospitably received. 


St. Vincent, the latest of the Lesser 
Antilles to be devastated by volcanic 
eruption, is the smallest of the, range of 
volcanic islands, being about 17 miles 
long and 10 wide, of a generally oval 
form and containing 132 square miles, It 
is traversed lengthwise by a range of 
voleanic hills, intersected by beautiful 
valleys, but there is only one tall cone, 
the Morne: Garou, 5,200 feet in altitude 
From the dark and jagged top, upon 
which ‘clouds almost constantly hang, 
the rich lava sol} slopes to the sea, 
spreading into green plantations and ver- 
dant groves and .gardens toward - the 
coast. The great Soufriere, the scene of 
the terrible eruption of 1812, is in the 
northwest, flanking Ahe main peak at 
some distance, and it was this mighty 
crater which again turned loose its flood 
of death over that end of the island. 

The volcanic eruption of April 27, 1812, 
is indeed the chief event in the history of 
St. Vincent. At the beginning of the last 
century the old crater was quiescent 
and contained in its d@pths what has 
often been described as a “beautiful biue 
lake.’’ From a year or two before the 
eruption of 1812 the earth had been dis- 
turbed by internal convulsions over a 


NEW LINK FOR THE SOUTHERN. 


Valley Railway. 
Baltimore, May 12.—A Joint resolution 
was adopted by the first branch of the 
city council tonight providing for the 
appointment of a commission to negotiaté 
for the sale of the city’s holdings of 
stock of the Valley railway of Virginia. 

‘The Baltimore and Ohio owns $1,020,600, 
while the city is in possession of $1,000,000 
of the stock pf the company. It operates 
a line from Harrisonburg to Staunton 
and Lexington. The Baltimore and Ohlo 
reaches Strasburg. - 

It was suggested during the debate that 
the Southern railway might purchase the 
city’s holdings, and. construct the link 
between Strasburg and Harrisonburg. It 
would thus gecure another connection to 
the north and west over the tracks of 
the Baltimore and Ohio. Consideration 
of the resolution was deferred in the 
second branch.

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 12.—It now seems to be generally ad- 
mitted that about thirty thousand per- 
Sons lost their lives as a result of the 
outbreak of the Mont Pelee volcano at 
St. Pierre on Thursday last.

“The disaster is complete. The city 
wiped out. Consul Prentis and his family 
are dead. Governor says 30,000 have 
peristied; 50,000 are homeless and hungry. 
He suggests that the Red Cross be asked 
to send codfish, flour, beans, rice, salt 
meats and biscuits as quickly as possible. 
Visits of war vessel. valuable.” 

An important feature of Consul Ayme’s 
cablegram is the reference by him to 
the governor as an authority for the esti- 
mate of the loss of life. Preceding dis- 
patches, including the official messages 
received at the French cbdlonial office in 
Paris, reported that there was no doubt 
that Governor Mouttet, as well as Colo- 
nel Dain, the military commander at St. 
Pierre, had perished. 

Kaiser Gives $2,000. 

Wiesbaden, Province of Hesse -Nassau, 
Germany, May 12.—Emperor William has 
telegraphed to President Loubet as fol- 
lows: 

*Profoundly moved by the news of the 
terrible catastrophe which has just over 
taken St. Pierre and which has cost the 
lives of nearly as many persons as per. 
ished at Pompeii. I hasten to offer France 
my most sincere sympathy. @Qfay the 
Almighty comfort the heartg of those 
who weep for their irreparable losses. 

“My ambassador will remit to your er- 
cellency the sum of 10,000 marks in my be- 
half as a contribution for the relief of 
the affiicted.”’

The 
officer is accused of using upon the Fil- 
ipinos a Variation of middle ages torture 
which hag not heretofore come to public 
notice, t 

Captain Ryan was stationed at a place 
called Jiminez. Complaints of his ac-, 
tions had reached Manila, and William 
P.. Rhodes, an official of the department 
of justice of the Philippines government, 
was sent to make avi tnvestigation. in 
his report Mr. Rhodes says that Capitais 
Ryan used the following method to ge. 
information: 


‘Each individual, after being examined, 
had his arms tied to his body in such a 
way that he could not protect his head 
in talling. Then he was stood erect upon 
a wooden floor and haa his legs knocked 
trom under him. After his head ho1d 
been jolted against the rioer several times 
he was lifted by his legs and hig heac 

ut in a bucket of water for a certain 
ength of time.”’ 


The chronicle related an instance in 
which this process had to be gone over 
three times in succession before one. vic- 
tim made the statement that was desired 
of him. It is stated that there is proof 
of a dozen different natives being sub- 
jected to this treatment.

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Philadelphia, May 12.—Mine workers 
throughout the entire anthracite coal re- 
gions of Pennsylvania to the number of 
145,000 formally began their struggle to- 
day for increased wages and shorter 
hours. Never in the history of hard coal 
mining has a‘tie-up been so complete, 
not one of the 357 tollieries in the terri- 
tory being in operation. There is every 
indication tonight for the belief that the 
suspension which was to cover only the 
first three days of this week will be made 
permanent by the miners’ general con- 
vention, which will meet at Hazleton on 
Wednesday. . 

Absolute quiet prevailed everywhere to- 
day. In pursuance of the request of the 
district executive boards, which met 
jointly at Scranton last week;.all the lo- 
cal unions throughout the regions met 
during the day and evening, and elected 
celegaites to the Hazleton convention. It 
is signficant that in every instance where 
the vote of a “‘local’’ became public prop- 
erty the ballot showed a decided majori- 
ty for a permanent strike unless the 
operators grant concessions.

Here and there, 
amid the ruins, were heaps of corpses.

Most nota- 
ble was the utter silence and the awful, 
overpowering stench from the thousands 


of dead. 

tareful inspection showed that the 
fiery stream which so completely de- 
stroyed St. Pierre must have been com- 
posed of poisonous gases, which in- 
gtantly suffocated every one who in- 
haled them, and of other gases burning 
furiously, for nearly all the victims had 
their hands covering their mouths or 
were in some other attitude, showing 
that they had sought relief from suffo- 
cation. All the bodies were carbonized 


or roasted,

A. McAllister, the 
United States consul at Barbadoes, Cap- 
tain Davis and the Solent were placed 
at his disposal by the Barbadoes govern- 
ment. The Solent arrived at about the 
same time as the Associated Press 
steamer, and brought to St. Pierre he 
colonial secretary, two civil doctors, two 
military officers and Dr. W. E. Aughin- 
baugh, of Washington, as well as a cor. 
poral and four hospital orderlies, three 
trained nurses and a full fleld hospital 
outfit. The Barbadoes government also 
sent 700 barrels of provisions, one ton of 
ice and a ful] supply of medicine. These 
were useful, but the dead only needed 
quick burial.

say the steamer Roraima arrived at 6. 
As eight bells was struck a frightful ex- 
plosion was heard up the mountain.

LIKE FLIES AND FLAMES 

“The fire burned the city everywhere 
at once,” said ‘Prudent. ‘‘Near me I 
saw only dead men; but on shore I saw 
women and men rushing back and forth 
amid the flames for. an hour. They 
would run along, then came the chok- 
ing smoke and they would drop lke 
dead flies.’’ 

The village of Irene, south of St. 
Pierre, was almost entirely burned and 
almost all the inhabitatits were killed. 

The cable repair ship Grappler ‘was 
lost with all on board, as was the French 
vesse] Tamaya. There were eighteen or 
twenty vessels in the roadsfead at the 
time of the disaster. The British steam- 
er Roddam had anchored, but Captain 
Freedman, although horribly burned, 
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that’s all. No energy, no 
vim, no vigor, no walhion:

That quarter of the city is still a mass 
of blazing ruins. Nor has any trace 
been found of James Japp, the British 
consul.

Last Saturday, after ten hours’ work, 
a captain and a detail of soldiers found 
2,500,000 francs in the Bank of Martin- 
ique. The vaults of the English bank 
at St. Plerre were found to be @ntact 
and were not opened. 


ALL STREAMS ON ISLAND 
DRIED UP OR POLLUTED 


The coast villages near St. Pierre were 
destroyed pimultaneously with that town. 
The entire island, up to within a few 
miles of Fort de France, is covered with 
mud anda ashes. The cattle of the island 
are either all dead or dying. The streams 
have dried up or are polluted. Thousands 
of persons are flocking to Fort de France. 
Unless relief is promptly sent, famine is 
imminent, and there is urgent need for 
the services of Red Cross society. 

The French cable line, via Europe, is 
now the only communication with the 
outside world, the demands made upon 
this line are extremely heavy. The Brit- 
ish royal mail steamer Solent brought 
awfu] news from the British island of 
St. Vincent. May 8 and 9 a volcano 
there, the Soufriere, broke into violent 
eruptions. Mud, ashes, stones and fire 
were hurled into the town of Kingstown, 
the capital of the island, and over the 
country. From the meager reports ob- 
tainable here, it is known that 500 deaths 
had occurred in St. Vincent up to Friday 
night, and that the volcano there was 
still active at that time. The volcanic 
detonationg were distinctly heard in Bar- 
hadoes, a hundred miles away, and the 
fall of ashes there was so heavy that it 
resulted in intense darkness for several 
hours during the afternoon. 

Hamilton de Lourey, a passenger of the 
royal mail steamer Esk, reports that be- 
tween 11 and 1 o'clock of the night of 
May 8 a. huge black mass of vapor hung 
over the volcano on St. Vincent, and that 
the mountain was raining ashes, while 
there was a continuation of electric 
flashes about the mountain top. A boat 
from the Esk went in toward the shore 
with mall. but had to return. 

The central and southern parts of St. 
Pierre are still burning. The country 
side is deserted. Every family on the 
island ts mourning the loss of relatives 
or friends. Business is at a complete 
standstill. : 

Mont Pelee is ctill in eruption, and 
even more violent and disastrous erup- 
tions may follow. Voleanic ashes have 
fallen, against the wind, on the islands 
of Dominica at 8t. Vincent.

The addresses of welcome delivered by 
the fraternal delegates were attentively 
received and heartily applauded.\ After 
the night session an important stat 
with regard to the letters pertaini 
to the ‘“‘war claim’ and sent to Bishop 
Candler by Senators Clay and Bacon, was 
given to the Associated Press. 

Reports of committees were called for. 
The committee on temperance handed in 
a resolution that the international lesson 
committee be instructed to issue lesson 
helps on temperance. 

A resolution for the payment of trav- 
fling expenses of delegates ‘was adopted 
with suSpension of the rules. It was 
Amended by inserting traveling expenses 
of bishops also to be paid. 

W. W. Smith, lay delegate from Vir- 
ginia, moved a suspension of the rules 
for the consideration of a resolution to 
adjourn immediately after the regular 
calls for memorials and resolutions. The 
resolution was read again by request 
and a motion was made to lay it on ‘the 
table. A point of order was raised and 
sustained by the chair and Mr. Smith was 
given the floor. He made an appeal for 
coreful consideration on the serious mat- 
ter of the setilement of the war claim, 
and for the time in which to pray and 
deliberate on the subject. He believed 
that not many were well informed on all 
sides of the matter. The call for resolu- 
tions was continued. 

Dr. Tigert moved that when the con- 
vention adjourned it be to meet at 6 
O'clock tonight to recelve the addresses 
of fraternal messengers from the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. 

. The fraterrial messengers of the north- 
em church are Rev. D. W. C. Hunt- 
ington, D.®., of Lincoln, Neb., and Lieu- 
tenant Governor Bates, of Boston, Mass. 
| Fraternai Addresses Made. 

At the night session of the general 
conference nearly the entire delegation 
strength of the body was present to lis- 
ten to the fraternal addresses of the mes- 
sengers from the Northern Methodist 
Episcopal church. Both messengers made 
impressive and brilliant efforts. While 
neither, in direct language advocated a 
reunion of the two churches, as expressed 
previous to the division of 1844, still 
there were sentences and sentiments that 
were readily identified as suggesting the 
hope of such an ultimate result. 

.It was too late at the finish of the aa- 
dress for Bishop Wilson to respond. Fra- 
ternal messengers from the church south 
to the church north for the general con- 
ference to be held two years hence wi!] 
be announced in due time. 

From a statement issued by one of the 
prominent bishops of the church late to- 
night it appears that the first press dis- 
patches were in error in saying that the 
letter of senators to Bishop Candler 2f- 
firmed that the book agents and attorney 
for the war claim were innocent of de- 
ceptive methods before the senate.

Convention Which Has Been 
in Session in Asheville 
Comes to an End, 


THE DR. DIAZ SENSATION 
FAILS TO MATERIALIZE 


It Was Decided by the Committee in 
Charge of the Resolution To 
Permit Him To Speak 
That It Was Not 
Desirable.

Asheville, N. C., May‘12.—Special.)—The 
big Baptist convention which has been 
in conference here since last Friday came 
to a close shortly after 10 o’clock to- 
night. 

The convention has, in more respects 
than one, been ff# most succesful in the 
history of the Baptist church In the 
south and was by far the largest ever 
held by the association. All of the aq@- 
egates to the convention will leave for 
their homes by special trains tomorrow. 

The last session~of the convention be- 
gan at 8 o'clock tonight. Thére were 
several minor business matters, which 
were quickly cleared up, after which Dr. 
W. E. Hatcher, of. Virginia, and Dr. 
J. M. Carroll, of Texas, Spoke on the fed- 
eration of the Baptist schools. 

A resolution to appoint a committee 
to select topics and speakers for the next 
convention was adopted after a hard 
fight. 

The benediction was pronounced by the 
Rev. Dr. Warden, of Kentucky, which 
concluded the evening sesSion and the 
convention. 

The Diaz Sensation. 

The last day of the cohvention began 
with an important business session at 
the auditorium this morning. Although 
sensational developments in the Diaz 
Cuban mafter were expected nothing 
came of if, as fhe committee in charge 
of the resolution to permit Dr. A. o. 
Diaz to speak decided that the resolution 


was not desirable. 

It was stated by Dr. Diaz’s friends that 
he had not been treated right by the 
home board; that it had dismissed him 
as Cuban missionary without cause and 
reflected on him in its report. Dr. Diaz 
came here and could not speak of the 
subject without tears. Dr. Lee introduced 
a resolution Saturday night that the 
convention hear Dr. Diaz this morning. 
The resolution went to a special com- 
mittee, which reported as follows: 

“The relation of Brother A. J. Diaz 
with this convention has existed en- 
tirely through the Home Mission board. 


“Some time ago he resigned and in this 


way his relations with the convention 
have been dissolved, therefore your 
committee does not think this resolution 
desirable.’ re 

Dr. Hatcher sald the committee sent 
Brothers Buckner and Kilpatrick to Dr. 
Diaz and he said he had nothing to 
say to the committee. The report was 
adopted. 

Dr. Diaz left this afternoon directly 
for Havana. He expressed himself as be- 
ing delighted with the meeting, and said 
he would carry away with him only tne 
most pleasant remembrances of the con- 
vention. He intends continuing his 
church work in Cuba. 

The report of the committee on gfn- 
eral Sunday school work was read by 
Dr. J. E. White, of Atlanta, this morn- 
ing, and, after several speeches the re- 
port was adopted. The report on coopera- 
tion was read by Dr. J. B. Gambrell, of 
Texas, but as one member of the com- 
mittee had not signed it the report was 
laid over for the afternoon session. 

Telegram Comes from Dallas. 

A. telegram from the Methodist con- 
ference, in session at Dallas, saluting 
the convention here, was read by Sec- 
retary Burrows. Reports on finance and 
special items were also addpted and Sec- 
retary Burrows delivered a strong speech 
on missions in foreign lands. 

Dr. C. H. Jones introduced Rev. C. T. 
Willingham, of Richomnd, Va., but for- 
merly of Macon, Ga., who is a gon of 
Rev. Dr. Willingham, secretary of the 
foreign missions board. Young Mr. Wil- 
lingham was recently appointed a mis- 
sionary to Japan, and, while the minis- 
ters on the platform shook hands with 
the young man, the entire convention 
sang ‘“‘Stand Up for Jesus.”

TAKEN AFTER A HARD CHASE 


Alleged Murderer Captured by Reve- 
nue Agent Gates and Others. 


SHUG HUFFMAN THE PRISONER 


He Kept the Officers from Firing by 
Interposing Women and Chil- 
dren, but Finally Surrendered. 


Carrollton, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)— 
After an exciting chase of several miles 
over the hills in the vicinity of the Yel- 
low Dirt and Chattahoochee swamps 
early this morning. United States offi- 
cers, led by Revenue Agent David A. 
Gattes, of the Atlanta division, succeeded 
in capturing Shug Huffman, a desperate 
character, who is charged with the mur- 
der of Deputy United States Marshal 
Halsenback, near Boaz, Ala., on Jan- 
vary 11 last. Holsenback, at the. time, 
accompanied by his two sons, was raid- 
ing the still conducted by Huffman and 
Bob Moore. Both of MHolsenback’s sons 
were wounded by Huffman, who suc- 
ceeded in making good his escape. A re- 
ward of $300 for the capture of Huffman 
was offered by the department of jus- 
tice and a second reward of a like 


amount by the internal revenue depart- 
ment, 

Since the killing of Marshal Holsen- 
back Revenue Gates has been aware 
that Huffman has been hiding in Heard 
and Carroll counties and last night re- 
ceived definite news as to his rendez- 
vous. He started immediately for Car- 
rollton. There he was joined by Deputy 
Collector J. R. Ware, Deputy United 
States Marshals J. C. Johnson and W. A. 
Farmer, of Carrollton, The four pro- 
ceeded at once to the house of Huff- 
man’s sister, Mrs. Dick Hendricks, 
where, it was learned, Huffman would 
appear. They arrived about daybreak at 
the house and were not kept waiting 
long before Huffman appeared, though 
from a direction other than from which 
the officers expected him. - 

Huffman spied the officers as they 
caught sight of him. He turned and ran 
| rapidly over the hill, flourishing his re- 
volver as he ran. The pursuit was kept 
up several miles ‘to the house of Chagles 
Davis, where Huffman was reinforced 
by Davis, and the chase continued. 

Both men had armed themselves with 
rifles and the officers were prepared to 
shoot, when the fugitives perpetrated a 
neat trick upon them by having the 
women and children of the Davis fam- 
ilies intervene between them during the 
whole of the flight to the home of Wil- 
liam Davis. There Huffman took refuge 
with the three Davis men, each of 
whom were armed to the teeth. Revenue 
Agent Gates and his men surrounded 
the house, prepared to do battle with 
desperate men, as Huffman has the 
reputation of being a dead shot; but, 
after a short parley Huffman agreed to 
surrender. 

Huffman was taken to Atlanta this 
evening and lodged in the Fulton county 
jail after a preliminary hearing in which 
he was bound over awaiting the issuance 
of the necessary papers to take him to 
Birmingham. The claim will be set up 
by Charles Davis that Huffman surren- 
dered ‘to him in an effort to gain the 
reward, but this, Revenue Gates says, 
will have no effect in the distribution of 
the reward among those actually en- 
gaged in the chase and capture of Huff- 
man. 

Huffman Makes Statement. 

L. E. Huffman, charged with killing 
Tnited Stattes Marshal J. N. Holsenback 
in Alabama on January 11, was brought 
to Atlanta yesterday and last night he 
made to a reporter of The Constitution 
the first statement he has ever given 
out since the crime was committed. Last 
night six men brought him to Atlanta 
and some of the guard carried Winches- 
ter rifles. Huffman refused tto make any 
statements about the cfime with which 
he was charged until seen by a Consti- 
tution reporter last ‘night in the Tower. 

“There have been a pack of lies told 
about me in the newspapers,” he said, 
‘and I think it is about time they were 
trying to tell the truth. I won't tell all 
I know now, but I will say that Holsen- 
back and his crowd opened fire on me 
in the road without any cause. I wasn’t 
making any liquor and wasn’t guilty 
of any crime that I knew of. When the 
crowd began to shoot &t me I shot at 
them and they say that I killed Holsen- 
back. I had never seen him before. 
The shooting took place near Boaz, and 
not far from my farm. I left the state 
and came to Georgia, where I have kin- 
folks.. My wife and two children follow- 
ed me later. Right here I want to say 
that the officers in Heard county .never 
captured me. A fellow named Charlie 
Davis, who had known me in Alabama, 
gave me away. 1 am going back to Ala- 
bama to stand trial and there will be a 
lot of things for me to tell on the stand 
which haven't come out yet.’’

MADE COMPLETE 


Stockholders of the $F & W, 
Meet in Savannah, 


—_—_—_ 


Agreement for Merger of Plant Sys- 
tem with Aflantic Coast Line 
Railway onJuly 1 Is Rati- 
fied—Some Details of 
the Matter. 


Savannah, Ga., May 12.—(Special.j}—The 
stockholders of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western Railway Company held a 
special meeting today and ratifiel the 
agreement for the merger of the Plant 
system with Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
way Company on July 1. President R. F. 
Erwin presided over the meeting. 

The articles of agreement bear the 
date of April 10, 1992. After setting 
forth the various lines, aggregating 
1.755 miles, owned by the Atlantic Coast 
Line, and the various lines aggregating 
1,738 miles, owned by the SavannaN, 
Florida and Western to be included in 
the merger, and reciting that the laws 
of the several states through which the 
lines run, do not preclude their consolt- 
dation; that they are not parallel nor 
competing lines, but form a continuous 
railroad with one another; that the con- 
solidation would promote the interests 
of the public by increasing facilities; 
that the public pelicy of the several 
states encourage the merger: that the 
directors of the two companies have de- 
cided to emter into it, the. agreement 
leads%-up to the mode of carrying into 
effect the consolidation. 

Some Details of the Union. 

The consolidated company will take 
the property of each company and be- 
come responsible for all debts and lia- 
bilities. The capital stock of the con- 
solidated company will be 420.900 shares 
of par value of $100, of which 188,000 will 
be preferred, the dividends not to exceed 
5 per cent non-cumulative and _ 281,000 
common stock. The consolidated com- 
pany may increase the stock not exceed- 
Ing $1,000,000. 

Present holders of the Atlantic Coast 
Line will retain shares of preferred 
and common stock as they now out- 
stand preferred and common stock of 
the consolidated company. Holders of 
the preferred stock of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western will receive 50 per 
cent of the par value of their respective 
holdings in the common stock of the 
consolidated company at par. The hold- 
ers of the common stock of the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western will receive 
2 per cent of the par value of their 
respective holdings in the common stock 
of. the consolidated company at par. 

Any holders of the preferred or com- 
mon stock of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western who may refuse to convert it 
on these terms will be maid for it at an 
agreed valuation In 4 per cent mort- 


gage bonds of the» consolidated company’ 


ot in cash, or if no agreement can be 
reached at such price as the law may 
determine. 

President Erwin was asked about the 
report that he will be made president 
of ithe consolidated company. He re- 
plied that he did not know just what 
would happen after the consolidation, but 
that he expects to take a rest during 
the summer.

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The President vs. The People. 

President Roosevelt has the cour- 
age to say that he will negotiate a 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba independ- 
ently of what congress may do with 
the bill on the subject that is now 
pending before it. He will put the re- 
publican semate on prcof as to its 
sincerity in wishing to carry out the 
pledges of both President. McKinley 
and himself that the Cubans shall 
have substantial relief by an easier 
admission of their staple products 
to our markets. 

If the president succeeds in secur- 
ing a treaty and its ratification by the 
senate he will thereby carry a meas- 
ure of help to the living processes 
of 1,500,000 Cubans. That, of course, 
will be something to his ¢redit. But 
why should he stop with the Uubans? 
Why should he not enter with equal 
sympathy. and benevolence ‘into the 
sufferings of 75,000,000 of his own 
fellow-citizens, of whom he is the re- 
sponsible chief magistrate, and go as 
directly to their relief. 

Theodore Roosevelt is perfectly in- 
formed of the existence of a beef trust 
in this country. His own attorney 
general has investigated the case and 
told him the combine exists and its 
operations are unlawful. He knows 
as well that the foundation rock of 
that trust and the power it obtains 
to raise the prices of meats and rob 
of usual food every common citizen’s 
mouth in thé nation is the tariff—the 
meat taxes that are a part of its pro- 
hibitive features. 

Kk would be an insult to his intel- 
ligence to imagine that he does not 
kniow that the quickest, easiest and 
surest way to guillotin2 that trust and 
put ai end to its robberies is to re 
peal those meat taxes. And it is folly 
to think even that he does not know 
that his appeal to the courts to re- 
strain this trust is a subterfuge, a 
fraud on the public demand and a 
practical license to the meat barons 
to keep up their looting until a court, 
perhaps three years hence, may dig 
up a decision that their combine is 
not according to Hoyle—or, rather, the 
Sherman act. 

This meat issue is the issue of the 
millions and it will not bfook any 
nonsense from the president or from 
a@ recalitrant congress. Both are on 
trial and the hungry masses, carrying 
meatiess dinner pails, will want to 
know in the campaign that is ap- 
proaching why the same sort of relief 
that is good for Cuba is not also good 
for the plain and patriotic American 
— a 
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Educate the Millions First. 

One of the dumbfounding facts that 
the southern people, Georgians in- 
cluded, have to face and dcal with is 
that the children of our public schools 
get an average of only three years’ 
schooling during their entire lives. 
The average child, white and black 
alike, stops his school attendance af- 
ter passing the third grade. 

Only those who have been observ- 
ant of our educational conditions un- 
derstand how meager is this amount 
of schooling, both in quantity and 
character. It amounts to little more 
than lame reading, ragged writing 
and unreliable calculation with fig- 
ures. Much of it is the merest ex 
cuse for actual edtication and it is a 
degradation of that name to so call it. 

But the fact, painful as it is to con- 
template, marks the line where hon- 
est and practical educational reform 

in these southern states should begin. 
‘The people must be educated in the 
elementary branches of an English 

course. The stigma of a prevalent il- 
- iteracy must be wiped from our state 
records. The people should be taxed 
to the limits of endurance, if need be, 
to provide the means for that great

But the money so hardly exacted 
should not be frittered away on 
cchools that can be reached and used 
only by a limited few fortunates. It 
should be applied rigidly to the pri- 
‘Mary common schools until they are 
plenty enough and kept open annually 
long enough to give our children a 
folid knowledge of the elemental 
branches of public instruction. Our 
first obligation is to perfect the 
schools that serve the largest num- 
ber. If anybody wants his children 
to go further let him find the way and 
means until the state herself can. af- 
ford to take them further at the pub- 
lic expense. ,

Will Jews Adopt Christian Sabbath? 

Many distinguished Hebrew leaders 
and divines have been won over to 
the movement looking toward the 
proposed transfer of the rites of the 
historical Jewish Sabbath to the 
Christian Sunday, and this up-to-date 
religious movement, though opposed 
with very general bitterness at the 
start, will no doubt eventually prove 
successful. 

Two distinct parties have arisen in 
the Jewish church and the lines of 
division between them over the pro 
posed change have been clearly 
drawn, the advocates of the historical 
Jewish Sabbath contendimg that the 
edicts of Mount Sinai, which prescribe 
that the seventh day .f the week shall 
be observed throughout all time by 
the chosen people of God as the day 
of rest, cannot be abrogated by the 
will of man, and the advocates of the 
Chfistian Sabbath contending that 
conditions have radically changed 
since the decalogue was given to 
Moses and that inasmuch as the first 
day of the week has been adopted 
throughout the civilized world as the 
day of rest it is useless to insist upon 
the observance of the seventh day of 
the week. Moreover, the advocates of 
the Christian Sabbath contend that 
the spirit if not the letter of the divine 
command will be fully complied with 
if the change is made and that the 
observance of the day can be enforced 
with better results than is possible 
under existing circumstances. 

Construing the decalogue strictly, 
the seventh day of the week is the 
only day which the Jews are author- 
ized ‘under the Old Testament script- 
ures to observe as the Sabbath, but 
on account of the action of the Chris- 
tian nations of the globe in adopting 
the first day of the week as the Sab- 
bath by authority of the New Testa- 
ment scriptures, the Jews are com- 
pelled by reason of this fact to desist 
ffom secular employment of all kinds 
on the first day of the week, and be- 
ing compelled by statutory enactments 
to cbserve the Christian Sabbath, 
they have consequently grown lax and 
indifferent in regard to the observ- 
ance of the Jewish Sabbath. They re- 
ject the New Testament scriptures, 
which enjoin the observance of the 
Christian Sabbath, but unfortunately 
they are the victims of conditions 
against which they are powerless. 
Of course, religious services are neld 
in the synagogues on-the seventh day 
and the rabbis insist with great earn- 
estness upon the observance of the 
Jewish Sabbath, but the great mass 
of the Hebrew population, feeling {i 
an imposition to observe the Jewish 
Sabbath anti the Christian Sabbath 
both, continue to transact business in 
the marts of trade on the seventh day 
of the week the same as on other 
days and for the reason that the 
seventh day is usually an exceedingly 
busy day in the world of commerce 
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there are comparatively few Jews who 
paver willing to sacrifice the seventh day

| when they are ocmunetive to sacrifice 
the first day also. 

Still another argument which is 
used by the advocates of the proposed 
change is that the worship of the 
sanctuary on the seventh day of the 


week is constantly disturbed by the 


annoying distractions of the world 
around them and that all efforts to 
impress upon the minds of the young 
the importance of observing the Sab- 
bath day are nullified and destroyed 
by the external manifestations of 
restless activity which are constantly 
witmessed on every side. ‘This argu- 
ment is certainly. hard to overcome 
and, in fact, we do not see how the 
Jewish element of ‘our population can 
avoid the disturbing influences of the 
secular world without adopting the 
Christian Sabbath. They could do s0, 
perhaps, by living. separate to them- 
selves, as under the old Jewish the 
ocracy, but they are not willing to do 
this, nor do we wish them to do so. 
Still, if they. continue to mingle with 
the Christian elements of the globe 
they must either adopt the Christian 
Sabbath or else be constantly dis- 
turbed by the jar and bustle insepa- 
rable from the seventh day of the 
week. 

Some of the representative He- 
brews who compiain of the wide- 
spread non-observance into whieh the 
Hebrew Sabbath has fallen, and who 
are anxious to see the proposed 
change put into effect, are Rabbi 
Jacob Voorsanger, of San Francisco; 
nabbi Leon Harrison, of St. Louis; 
Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch, of Chicago; 
Rabbi I. S. Moses, of New York, and 
Rabbi H. G. Enslow, of Loutsville.

WHAT IS THE POLITICAL RING? 
F DITOR CONSTITUTION: Mr. Guer- 

ry and his friends are raising a great 
hue and cry about Mr. Terrell being the 
candidate of “The Political Ring.” If 
there is a “political ring’ in Georgia, 
monopolizing its politics, dictating ‘ts 
officials and generally riding roughshod 
over. the rights and interests of the 
people, then I agree that such a ring 
ought to be smashed. 

But is there any sense or decency in 
men cavorting over the state yelling 
“down with the ring,’”” and yet not 
pointing it out plainly and personally 
so that the people can reach it with 
their ballots? 

What do they mean by “political ring? 
If it is the support of one candidate by 
those with whom he has served in office, 
that is only the natural consequence of 
that man’s having made a good officer 
and earned the admiration and respect of 
his fellows, and surely ought not to 
be counted to his discredit. : 

I am opposed to rings in politics, and 
if I believed, or had any reason to be- 
iMeve, Mr. Terrell was the candidate of 
such a ring, further than being the 
choice of his friends and -admirers, I 
would not suppeft him. I have "heard 
of Mr. Guerry's tirade against the ring 
he says is housed in the state house 
and is dominating and oppressing the 
people. A careful search for this. mon- 
ster results tn nothing—like Mr. Guerry’s 
omnibus charges. I find no evidence 
that Governor Candler is heading a ring:

[HILL SAYS’ JOE 


HALL WAS 


LAWYER HE REFERRED TO 


Declares He.Used ‘*Obnoxious Efforts” 


To Get a 


Bill Through the Legislature--Specific Charge 
Made in Answer to Mr. Hall’s Card. 


RIOR to his departure for Dallas, 

Hon. Warner Hill, campaign man- 

ager for Hon. J. M. Terrell, dictated 
a statement in which he makes the 
specific charge that Hon. Joe Hill 
Hall, of Macon,” was the member 
of the law firm referred to in his 
former card, who ‘‘became so obnoxious 
in his efforts’’ to have a certain railroad 
bill passed by the house of representa- 
tives in 1889, of which Mr. Hill was then 
a member. 

Mr, Hill is now in Dallas, but the state- 
ment was written prior to his departure, 
and left to given out at Mr. Terrell’s 
headquarters’in the event that the truth 
of the charges made in his letter of May 
3 was called into question. Mr. Hall 
having written a card on the subject, 
challenging Mr. Hill's statements, the 
detailed statement from Mr. Hil! was 
given out yesterday by Mr. Terrell’s cam- 
paign managers. 

The charge is made that Hon. Joe Hall, 
as a member of the firm of Gustin, Guer- 
ry & Hall, attorneys for the Macon and 
Birmingham Railway Company, used his 
efforts to secure the passage of a bill, 


affecting the interests of that railway, 


by the house of representatives, though 
not a member: of that body. 

The statement is given publicity by the 
Terrel| campaign managers in refutation 
of the defense made by Mr. Hall in a 
communication to The Macon Telegraph 
and published in its issue of Sunday, in 
which, replying to a card charging lobby- 
ism to a firm of Macon lawyers, he uses 
the following language: 

‘‘Let me here say emphatically that any 
charge or insinuation that I have at any 
time been guilty of lobbyism or of the 
corrupt attempt to influence any legisla- 
tion, is absolutely false.” 

Cause of the Controversy. 

The controversy which culminated yes- 
terday had its inception in a paragraph 
of Hon. Warner Hill’s letter of May 3 
to The Constitution, in the course of 
which the following appeared: 

“Il was a member of the legislature of 
Georgia for éight years, and 1 never saw 
but one open and flagrant violation of 
what I thought the rules of the house, 
the proprieties ,of the occasion and of 
anything that seemed to approach lobby- 
ism on the part of railroad lawyers; and 
1 called the attention of the speaker to 
that case while I was addressing the 
house on a railroad bill, and asked him to 
clear the floor of the house of such rail- 
road attorneys, which he did, and if the 
great and good ‘general’ cares to have 
me name the firm of which this Macon 
lawyer was a member, I will give it, and 
perhaps the public will better understand 
why all this cry of ‘lobbyism.’’ 

The letter from Hon. Joe Hall, a copy 
of which reached The Constitution yes- 
terday morning, is dated May 10, and 
was provoked by a communication from 
W. A. Mitchell, of Martin, Franklin 
county, Georgia, published Saturday. Mr. 
Hall writes: 

Mr. Hall’s Card. 

Editor Constitutio# On Friday, May 9, 
you published a letter from W. A. Mitch- 
ell, of Martin, Franklin county, Georgia, 
in which the statement appears as fol- 
lows: 

“So far in the campaign only one case 


of lobbyism as to the Georgia legislature... 


has been clearly identified. Hon. Warner 
Hill has charged that he himself, as a 
member of the house, felt it his duty to 
call upon the speaker to enforce the rules 
against lobbyism in the case of a member 
of a legal firm of which Mr. Guerry is a 
partner.”’ 

Since 1877 Mr. Guerry and I have been 
associated in the practice of law; there- 
fore I must suppose that the reference in 
Mr. Hill’s letter is to myself. Let me 
here say emphatically that any charge 
or insinuation that I have at any time 
been guilty of lobbyism or of the corrupt 
attempt to influence any legistation is ab- 
solutely false. 

Prior to 1898, when I became a member 
of the general assembly, the only con- 
nection I ever had with any legislation 
was the procurement of a charter for the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad and the 
amendment to it herein referred to, and 
certain amendments to the charter of the 
Geergia Southern and Florida Railroad 
Company. In 1888 I, ag counsel for the 
Macon Construction Company, at the di- 
rection of that company, prepared a bill 
incorporating the Macon and Birming- 
ham Railroad Company. This bill was at 
my request introduced in the house by the 
late R. W. Patterson, then a member of 
the house from this county. The bill was 
referred to the committee on railroads, 
and there were some objections to the 
bill, as I now recollect, by some of the 
members of the railroad committee. 

I went to Atlanta and appeared before 
the committee and made an argument, 
and the bill was then reported favorably 
to the house. I immediately left Atlanta 
and did not again return there during 
that session of the legislature. I learned 
afterwards from: Mr. Patterson that at 
the re§uest of H. W.*Hill,. then a repre- 
sentative from Meriwether county, that 
he (Patterson) had permitted Mr. Hil] to. 
amend the bill by requiring that the rail- 
road should be built through the town of 
Greenville, and the bill passed in this 
shape. I did not learn this fact until af- 
ter the bill had become a law. 

My recolleétion now ig that the com- 
pany tried in good faith to comply with 
the act of the legislature, but found that 
the cost of carrying the railroad through 
Greenville was too great. 


When the legislature reconvened in the 


summer of 1889, as the general counse)] for 
this railroad company, I prepared an 
amendment to the bill incorporating the 
company, striking from it the require- 
ment that the railroad should be con- 
structed through the town of Greenville. 
If my recollection is correct, this amend- 
ment was also Introduced by Mr. Patter- 
son and referred to the committee on 
railroads. Mr. Hill, as a member of the 
house, of course, opposed it, and he was 
aided in his fight against this amendment 
by a committee of representative citizens 
from the town of Greenville. 
Had To Meet the Fight. 

We had a long contest over this 
amendment to the charter, both before 
the committee and when the amend- 
ment was reported favorably to the 
house. The opponents of the measure, 
led by Mr. Hill, carried the fight into 
the house of representatives. This, of 
course, made it necessary for me, as the 
only representative of this railroad com- 
to meet this fight, and I did. 
it to the best of my ability and suc- 
eeeded in carrying the bill through the 
house of represertatives. 

Every man who was there engaged in 
that fight’ knows today that I adopted 
no other than legitimate means to carry 


that amendmem through. Not one sin 


gie railroad pass was issued to any 
member of the house, nor did 1 spend 


‘one dollar of the money of ‘this com- 


pany for the purpose of securing votes 
for this bill. When I returned from At- 


‘lanta I rendered to the Macon Construc- 


tion Company, owner of this ratfroad, 
thy expense account. (it is perhaps in 
existing today, and it will show that 


_not one dollar was expended except for 


my actual traveling expenses. 
‘At this timie the people of Thomaston 


. 


}also had an amendment ¢o this bill re- 
quiring the railroad to be built through 
the town of Thomaston. I fought this 
amendment, representing this railroad, 
and met there a committee of citizens 
of Thomaston. The legislature saw fit 
to pass this amendment. I know I can 
confidently appeal to the gentlemen whe 
were there representing Thomaston at 
that time, that they knew or heard of 
no lobbying by any one connected with 
the Macon and Birmingham railroad 
against the amendment offered by the 
cKigens of Thomaston. 

I desire to say here and as emphatic- 
ally as I can, that while counsel for the 
Georgia Southern railroad it became my 
duty to appear before legislative com- 
mittees or members of the legislature, 
in perfecting the charter for that road, 
or in procuring the charter for the Ma- 
con and Birmingham railroad, that no 
man can truthfully say I ever resortea 
to any means that were not entireiy 
honorable and legitimate. Nothing a3- 
proaching lobbyism was ever resorted to 
by me. So far as Mr. Guerry is con- 
cerned, he had not the slightest connes- 
tion with any of these matters before 
the legislature. Under our arrangement 
at that time I had entire control of all 
business of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad and of the Macon Con- 
struction Company and of the Macon 
and Birmingham Ratlroad Company, ex- 
cept the trial of cases for these roads in 
Bibb county, In which trials only he as- 
sisted me. It was not until January, 
1890, that he had any general connec- 
tion with the business of theSe corpora- 
tions. 

Even if it were true that I was a 
lobbyist in 1888 in the interest of a 
charter for one or two rallroad com- 
panies. I cannot see how that estops 
Mr. Guerry from denouncing the present 
lobbyism in Georgia. which is not only 
present when the legislature is [In ses- 
sion, but is fn existence at all times for 
the purpose of controlling the politics 
and legislation of this state.

Says He Meant Hall. 

When The Macon Telegraph, contain- 
ing the foregoing communication, was 
received at the headquarters of Hon 
Joe Terrell yesterday, Render Terre 
acting iy the absence of the campa‘gn 
manager, gave out the following rely 
from Hon. Warner Hill, stating specific- 
ally the case referred to in hig letter 
of May 3: 

“IT was a member of the house of rep- 
resentatives in 1888-89. At the session of 
1888 a bill was introduced to charter the 
Macon and Birmingham Railroad Com- 
pany. The bill provided that the route 
of said road should run, among other 
counties, through the county of Mert- 
wether. When the bill came up for dis- 
cussion in the house I had a bill at- 
tached, providing that if said road shoutd 
run through the county of Meriwether, 
“it should also run through the town of 
Greenville, in said county. THe bfll, 
with the amendment,. was passed in 1888, 
as will be.geen, fram.the acta of oe 
legislature for that year. , 

‘In 1889 a bill was introduced in the 


senate of Georgia to strike out the 
amendment which I had caused to be 
placed on said bill the previous year, 
ami a warm fight came up both before 
the senate committee and the senate on 
the passage of said bill to strike out 
the amendment to the charter. It passed 
the senate and came to the house, where 
a vigorous fight was also had over the 
passage of the amendment *to strike 
Greenville out of the charter. 

“At the time of the pendency of this 
bill in the hownse the firm of Gustin, 
Guerry & Hall were attorneys for the 
Macon and Birmingham Railroad Com- 
pany, and Mr. J. H. Hall, a member of 
the firm, was in and around the legisla- 
ture, though not a member of that body, 
working for the passage of that Dill; 
and on one occasion, while I was ad- 
dressing the house against the passage 
of the bill to strike Greenville out of 
the charter, Mr. Hall became so ob- 
noxious in his efforts to have the Dill 
passed, and at the time to which I refer 
—while I was addressing the house 
against the bill—he was seated within 
five feet of me and talking to a member 
of the legislature In such a loud tone 
as to disturb me while I was speaking. 
I discontinued my remarks and called 
the attention of the speaker, who was 
then the Hon. A. §. Clay, to the fact 
that there were some railroad attorneys 
upon the floor of the house who were 
not entitled to the privileges of the floor 
and who by personal efforts were seek- 
ing to have the bill passed. I asked the 
speaker to enforce the rules of the house. 
and to exclude from the floor sugh per- 
sons as were not entitled under thé rules 
to the privileges of the floor. The 
speaker raised his gavel and brought it 
down upon his desk as if*to call atten- 
tlon to the rules, when Mr, Hall arose 
from the place where. he had been seat- - 
ed and in a bent attitude retired from 
the hall. 

“For some time after this Mr. Hail 
did not speak to me, but later, having 
lost his job as railroad attorney, be- 
came quite friendly.’’

Resolutions of Protest Adopted 


al Meeting Held Last 


Night 


COMMITTEE OF FORTY-NINE 
WILL MEET AGAIN TODAY 


Action Recommending Extension of 
City Limits May Be Réconsid- 
ered—Resolutions Adopted 
Charge Partiality on Part 
of Committee. 


The citizens of north Atlanta intend to 
enter a vigorous protest against the ex- 
tension of the city limits as proposed by 
the committee of- forty-nine. A meeting 
of the citizens was held last night at the 
“court house’ on Twelfth street, at 
which resolutions were passed setting 
forth the objections of the north Atlanta 
people to the proposed extension. 

The north Atlanta people say that they 
are opposed to any extension of the city’s 
limits, as the city is not able at the pres- 
ent time to care for the territory in its 
bounds, as to police, sanitation and 
schools. They also allege that the com- 
mittee in submitting the plan for ex- 
tension has been guilty of partiality, 
since much unimproved property _js to be 
taken into the city while the properties of 
certain manufacturing and railroad in- 
terests which give their owners great 
profits are to be left on the outside, 

The ¢citizehs algo protest against what 
they term the “hideous outlines’ pro- 
posed for the city by the committee, and 
state that, while they consider any ex- 
tension unwise, they will not oppose an 
extension in the established circle if it is 
the wish of the majority of the citizens 
of Atlanta. The resolutions adopted re- 
mind Mayor Mims of his pledge to beau- 
tify the city, and call upon him to oppose 
the proposed outlines, 

A meeting of the charter revision com- 
mittee will be held in the council cham- 
ber this afternoon, at which the matter 
of the extension of the city limits will 
again come up. An effort will be made 
to have the committee reconsider the ac- 
tion whereby it recommended the ef, 
tension of the limits. There is great in- 
terest as to whether wr not the commit- 
tee will reconsider, and as to what it 
will do if the reconsideration is carried. 

The meeting of the north Atlanta citi- 
sens last night was attended by thirty- 
five representative citizens of the terri- 
tory which it is proposed to bring into 
the city. The sentiment of the meeting 
was unanimously against the proposer 
extension. Judge J, N. Langston presid- 
ed, while Captain H. H. Smith acted as 
secretary. Among those who were prom- 
inent in the meeting were J. J. Spalding, 
Victor Smith. H. C. Leonard, A. J. 
Orme, Wilmer L. Moore and D. C. Pat- 
terson. 

A permanent organization was effected 
at the meeting. and it was determined to 
fight the proposed extension to the last. 
Those who attended the meeting an- 
nounced that, if necessary, the matter 
would be taken before the legislature, 
and all those present promised to be 


active in the fight. 
Resolutions Adopted. 

The following resolutions were unan- 
imously adopted by the meeting: 

|. Resolved, That we are oppceed at the 
present time to any extension of the corporate 
limits of the city of Atlanta, and especially 
over the territory known as North Atlanta. 
The city is now unable to police, sanitate and 
protect much ferritory within ther limits ly- 
ing nearer to the center than e territory 
proposed to be taken in, and is ble to pro- 
Vide school facilities for the children already 
within her jurisdiction. Such an annexation 
would be neither profitable to the city nor ad- 
vVantagéeéoue to us, and presents a temptation 
to discriminate by taxing the territory an- 
néexed without furnishing that territory with 
police, school or sanitary protection. 

2. Resolved, That the citizens of North At- 
lanta are opposed to any independent corpora- 
tion; that they are proud of the city of At- 
lanta and do not wish to erect any barrier to 
the proper and orderly extension of the city 
limits when the time shalj come justifying 
such extension. 

3. Resolved, That the proposed = extension 
_ presents the elements of discrimination and 
partiality. Territory which is more densely 
populated, covering properties afford! high- 
er taxable values, is excluded, while is ter- 
ritory has been embraced by the votes of per- 
@ons interested in the territory left out. Ter- 
ritory has been left out in which 
the need achools, sewers and  ~»po- 
lice was much greater than in that 
which haa been included. An irregular and 
an indeecribable figure of a city has been 
produced, by which the property of rich cor- 
porations, railway lines, thickly settled com- 
munities, territory traversed by sewer branches 
demanding sanitation has been excluded, and 
@ few residence sections picked out and in- 
corporated. 

4. Resolved, That in the optnion of thie 
meeting no extension of the city ie fair which 
does not preeerve the old established circle, 
and does not take in and provide for the ex- 
tension of the trunk sewers of eald city as 
far out as the edge of the territory propoged 
to be incorporated. If, however, the city de- 
sires to extend her limits in a circle in every 
direction in the old way we will not oppoee 
such an extension. 

5. Resolved, That this meeting  proteste 
against the mutilation of the fair proportions 
of the city of Atlanta by any such hideous 
outlines as those presented by the committee 
of fofty-nine, and calle upon the mayor of 
eald city, with his admirable esthetic tastes, 
to rescue his administration from any euch 
blot upon Ff. The new outlines proposed are 
in direct antagoniem to the pledge of the 
mayor to see to it that the city was beautified. 


Action May Be Reconsidered. 

One prominent member of the Com- 
mittee of forty-nine, who is also a 
member of the suocommittee on exten- 
ston, said yesterday: 

“When we meet again the action of 
the committee in ‘exfending the city 
limite will undoubtedly be reconsidered. 
I know that a number of the committee- 
men are @issatisfied with the way they 
voted and want another chance to settle 
the matter. Many of them feel that we

have déne a great injustice in taking in }

“This matter has been discussed since 
the last meeting and I am sure that the 
sentiment of the committee has changed.

“In 1854 the general society of the Cin- 
cinnati passed a rule that the eldest son 
of the eldest son of any officer who 
served for three years or was killed in 
acticn or maimed, could become a mem- 
ber of the society upon the payment of 
a certain amount. * * * 

“The society of the Cincinnati, as you 
know, is one of the most distinguished 
bodies in this country, and I am very 
anxious that our stafe shall be again 
Officially recognized by the ‘general so- 
ciety, which is to-meet at Hartford, 
Conn., in June, and, therefore, I am 
trying to locate as many descendants 
of the original members as _ possible. 
There were thirteen state societies to 
represent the original thirteen states. 
There are nine State societies that are 
now officially recognized, and the re- 
maining four come up in June, and I 
trust that dear old Georgia 1.11) again 
occupy her place in this distinguished 
gathering.”’

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STOPPED OVER TO 
WHIP MAN AND WIFE 


Arthur Deadman Beat Donald Camp- 
bell Almest to Death 
THEN STRUCK MRS. CAMPBELL 


Had Through Ticket from Jackson- 
ville to Cincinnati, but Stopped 
Over To Fight — Mystery 
About the Affair That 
Has Not Been Solved. 


While en route from Jacksonville, Fla., 
to Cincinnati, Arthur Deadman stopped 
over in Atlanta long enough yesterday to 
nearly beat Donald Campbell to death 
and then strike Mrs. Campbell a few 


hours later. 

There is bome mystery about the affair 
which neither Campbell nor his wife

Yesterday. afternoon about 4 o'clock, 
while Campbell was at work in the 
plumbing shop of Hunnicutt & Bellin- 
grath, corner of North Broad and Poplar 
streets, Deadman entered and without a 
word of warning proceeded to give Camp- 
bell a severe beating. He began the at 
tack so quickly and went at it so fast 
and fiercely that he had his victim almost 
beaten to death before assistance was 
rendered Campbell. 

Before an officer could be summoned 
Deadman left the shep and escaped. 

At 8 o'clock last night Mrs. Campbe!] 
entered the drug store of Sharpe Bros., 
on Marietta street, to use the telephone. 
Deadman, who had seen her go into the 
store, followed and struck her several 
blows. 


Threatened To Kill. 


To Mrs. Campbell, Deadman sald: 

“If you and your husband are at home 
tomorrow morning I will be there about 
8 o'clock and will kill you both. I am 
shadowing the house.”’ 

A second time Deadman made his ¢s- 
cape before an officer could be found. 

The attack on Campbell was reported 
to the police barracks and Call Officer 
Tibbs made an investigation. He called 
at Campbell’s residence, No. 219 Luckie 
Street. Campbell was too fl to make a 
statemenf. Mrs. Campbell said to the 
Officer if he would catch Deadman he 
might be able to tell what it was al! 
about. 

The police believe the row was caused 
by an old jealousy, as Deadman is said 
to have paid attention to Mrs. Campbell 
before her marriage.

DESERTER CAUGHT 
- BY BLOODHOUNDS 


Robert Smith Escaped Jrom Fort. Me- 
Pherson. Yesterday Morning. 


A SENTINEL SHOT AT HIM 


Two Bloodhounds Belonging to Mar- 
shal Ryan, of Oakland City, 
Were Put on Trail—He 
Was Captured After 
Exciting Chase.

After having escaped the bullet from 
the gentinel’s rifle, Robert Smith, a de- 
serter, who made a break for Iliiberty 
at Fort McPherson yesterday morning, 
was run down by two bloodhounds and 
captured after an exciting. chase of two 
hours. 

Smith had been put to work with three 
other prisoners’ on the grounds at the 
fort, and a sentinel with a loaded rifie 
stood guard. He suddenly threw down his 
shovel and went off toward the woods on 
a dead run. The sentinel] raised his rifle 
and fired. The bullet missed its mark and 
before the sentinel could fire again the 
fugitive had dashed behind a clump of 
bushes and was out or sight. 

A chase was given, but Smith eluted 
his pursuers and could not ibe overtaken. 

Marshal Ryan, of Oakland City, was 
telephoned for and he soon appeared on 
the scene with his two noted bloodhounds, 
Jerry and Beauty. The dogs were put on 
the scent and they quickly took the 
trail and went yelping into the woods 
where Smith had disappeared. Lieutenant 
Stevens, the officer of the day, and Provost 
Sergeant Miller joined in the chase. Mar 
shel Ryan and the officers kept well up 
with the dogs as they ‘neadea tor West- 
View cemetery. 

Smith must have heard the dogs baying 
behind him, for he took a circuitous route 
and tried to double back on his tracks. 

The dogs never once lost the trail and 
at 10:30 o’clock, two hours and a half 
after le had escaped, they overtook Smith 
near the cemetery, 

The officers closed {n on the fugitive ana 
soon had him again under arrest. 

The chase, was exciting and interesting 
from beginning to finish. Marshal Kyan’s 
bloodhounds are said to be as fine as 
any in the state.. He has been training 
them for several months with the inten- 
tion of using them when calls were made 
for the capture of escaped prisoners and 
fleeing criminals. 

Smith is serving an eighteen months’ 
sentence for desertion. , He deserted at 
Salt Lake City about a year ago.

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LIVERPOOL WAS 


DECIDEDLY WEAK 


The Weather and Crop Reports. Were 
Nearly Perfect. 


TRADING WAS FAIRLY ACTIVE 


Represented Liquidation for Most 
Part—Cotton Closed 4 to 9 Points

Was Weak.

New York, May 12.—The cotton market 
opened steady with prices unchanged to 3 
points -lower, being an indifferent resporse 
to emphetica!!y bearish Iiverpool cables. Af- 
‘er a moment's hesitation the market worked 
slowly. but steadily, higher on nervous room 
buying to ‘cover shorts and on fairly good 
support from several prominent commission 
houses. July crept up to 9.17 and August 
to 8.91 before this demand in any measure 
abated. Put as Liverpool did not fully re- 
spend tc the improvement, 
for strong outside interests came to the front, 
the ring element took the bear side and for 
the rest of the morning the whole list sold 
persistently lower. The late cables from 
Liverpool reported prorounced weakness and 
@ net decline of 3% to 6% points on futures 
and 1-32 on spot cotton. Light port re- 
ceipts and liberal export clearances appeared 
to have littl effect upon local seutiment. 
Bmall estimates for tomorrow's receipts 
at New Orleans, ‘Galveston § and Hous- 
ton failed as well to create new buy- 
ig of consequence. Trading was fairly ac- 
tice, taking the day as a whole, but for the 
most part represented liquidation. Singular- 
ly enough, 
tively firm throughout the session and closed 
at a net rise of % point, as against a decline 
of 4 to 9 points in other months. The in- 
terior town receipts were small and ship- 
ments heavy, causing a further sharp shrink- 
age in the stocks there. The weather and 
ciop reports were nearly perfect. Rains were 
needed in sz localities, though no drought 
was reported. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, May 12.—The market for spot 
cotton was quiet to the point of dullness dur- 
ing the early portion of the day. There 
was some looking about among sample rooms 
on the part of buyers, and an ample supply, 
fairly weil assorted, was found to meet ali 
requirements. Sales 2,100 bales, including 
60 bales to arrive; quotations ‘%*c lower on 
oll grades. 

Trading was measurably active in the direc- 
tion of contract deliveries today, but this 
was due to some extent to an early tip re- 
ceived by the talent anent prospective Hous- 
ton receipts, since there was some brisk buy- 
ing during the morning hour at prices that, 
despite the apparent weakness in Jiverpool, 
worked up some 4 to 6 points above Satur- 
day's closing. But there was an early and 
radical change in the situation when profit 
taking began. The gains on the day were 
soon lost and prices continued to recede slowiy 
to the end of the session, the net losses being 
6 to 9 points.

New York, May 12.—Liverpool broke badly 
today for no special reason that can be as- 
certained, except the absence of any sharp 
demand from spinners. European houses were 
free sellers here during the first hour, -and 
after the rally which preceded the Heuston 
receipts the bull houses here were continu- 
ally pressing long cotton for sale. The lowest 
prices were touched on the-liquidation, from 
which the market recovered on the New Or- 
leans estimate. The movement is very light, 
and we should at least have a sharp rally 
after this break, for which there appears no 
reason except the absence of any demand 
from spinners. Crop reports continue favor- 
able from réarly every point. 


A. S. Johnston’s Crop Letter. 


Meridian, Miss., May 1Q—Planting is about 
completed; protably one-third is up, with 
good stands and being well worked. The 
weather for the past week has been perfec¢ 
on that which is out of the ground, but moist- 
ure is needed anc must be had before the 
balance of the crop will come up. The crop 
is earlier than Jast season by ten days, but 
still later than usual by two weeks. Lands 
were poorly prepared, planting done hurriedly, 
and, unless rain falls soon, the ‘crop taken 
ae a whole will be considered as having a 
poor start. All of these obstacles can, how- 
ever, be easily overcome by favorable condi- 
tions hereaft<cr, and there is yet plenty of 
time to make a crop sufficiently large to 
meet the rapidly growing requirements. 

There will be no increase of aereage in this 
state, nor will there be any east of the 
Mississippi river. Texas may possibly in- 
crease § per cent. Food stuffs are higher 
than for years; but few mules have been 
purchased, and those on hand are in poor 
condition, and, it !s no exaggeration to state, 
this crop will be one of the most costly the 
south has produced for years. 


O’Dell & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, Mey 12.—Cotton futures in the 
local market opened steady in tone, first 
prices being unchanged to 3 points lower. 
This was a good start considering that Liver- 
pool was weak. Crop reports ideal, and sever- 
at minor matters encouraged the bears to 
make an onsleught. Support came out in 
a quiet way later as a result of moderate 
buying for both accounts, and the market 
assumed better tendency. The gain was only 
of momentary duration, however, as there 
was disposition to sell a* the better prices.

Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 12.—The cotton market was 
u dull and uninteresting affair this morning. 
The range of prices was dull and narrow, and 
there was an absence of business in any 
quarter. Room traders were the chief partics 
in control. Cables were quite bearish, lLiver- 
pool reporting a sharp decline at our open- 
ing. New Orleans was lacking and this is 
necessary to hold prices.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 1!2.—The position of the 
jocal money market was undoubtedly the 
source of the depression which ruled in the 
stock market today. This was reinforced by 


the anthracite labor situation, a3 shown by } 


the suspension of work in the anthracite re- 
gion and by fears of a very unfavorable report 
on the condition of the crops as of May |, 
to be made by the agricultural department 
this afternoon. The statement of the con- 
dition of the banks on Saturday sufficiently 
indicated that some recuperative process would 
be used this week. The heavy decline of 
over $6,000,000 in the cash reserves of 
the banks had fittle light thrawn upon it 
today, and was a good deal of a putgzie cven 
to bankers. It was argued that the trust 
companies might ve taking steps to build “up 
their cash reserve, in accordance with the 
intimation from the clearing house’ authorities, 
and of current publjc discussion and criticisin 
of the present financial sftuation. The only 
additional light on the subject was the report 
that a heavy shipment of cash was made to 
}’hilaaelphia last week in furtherance ot the 
transfer of the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf, 
and which did not figure in the routine trans- 
actions of the banks. The pressure for. funds 
eutside of the stock market Was most clearly 
manifest in the sterling exchange market, in 
which there was a violent decline of igc in the 
pound. There were large offerings of bank- 
ers’ bills against further loans negotiated 
abroad, and London was a free wvuyér of 
stocks during the first hour, thus helping 
out the supply of exchange. The statement 
of the country’s foreign trade for April show- 
ing a decline in agricultural products exported 
et over $15,000,000 goes to explair. the pre- 
vailiag scarcity of exchange and the persist- 
ent firmness of foreign exchange up to to- 
day’s sharp break. The toatal sales of the 
day, which were not much in excess of hal< 
a mibhkiion shares, showed that the liquidation 
was not large or indiscriminate. The stocks 
which suffered most seriously also Indicate 
that the high grade of the property was not 
an exception. It recognized that hign 
grade stocks have been lifted to prices un- 
warranted by conditions, and apparently the 
bankers made a systematic revision and dis- 
crimination in collateral today.

WALTHOUR IS HOME AGAIN 
AND-READY TO RACE BUTLER 


é¢ AT BUTLER, in my opinion, 
| N will be my hardest man to beat 
this season.” Bobby ‘Walthour, 
the Atlanta wheel wonder, swung himself 
off the train that arrived here from Bos- 
ton yesterday afternoon to receive «me 
greetings of a strong contingent of his ad- 
mirers who had learned that the cycle 
champion was coming. In the pink of con- 
dition he looked, and not the feast crest- 
fallen over his loss of the nour race in 
Boston last Saturday night. 
It was in discussing this race ari the 
accidents that befell him in it, as well as 


Walthour gave expression to the tribute 
to Butler as a speedy and game opponent. 
It is plain to be seen that Bobby does 
not expect to have any chance to loaf 
in the race against Butler at the Coli- 
seum Thursday night, although he says 
this lad who has twice finished over the 
tape ahead of him in the Massachusetts 
tity will have to do something that has 
not yet been accomplished on the cycle 
circuit if he makes it three straignts. 

Weatlthour was the victim of the most 
disheartening accikjients in the. race of 
Saturday night. Against heavy odds ana 
pitted against two of the fastest riders in 
the world, Walthour was leading in this 
struggle where every energy of riders 
and pacemakers were in full play, and 
had just taken the lead of the string a full 
lap ahead’ when the first of the series of 
misfortunés overtook him. Even then, 
with the serious handicap of having to 
walk some distance and get another whee! 
started on the track, catch his pace and 
once more get down to the running, this 
plucky Georgia boy forged ahead of all 
save the two leaders, Champlon and 
Butler, and was almost abreast of them 
when the final accident taat put nim out 
for good came upon him. It was against 
the bursting of a tire and the loss of 
chains on three wheels, not to mention 
the fact that he was riding against mo- 
tors more than double the capacity of nis, 
that Walthour made hfS game, although 
losing, fight. 

Pace at a Disadvantage. 

A fact that is not patent to the specta- 
tor in a race of this Kind, when once ex- 
plained, will easily show one, of the dis- 
advantages under which Walthour fougnt 
and which he conquered. In the Boston 
race Albert Champion was using the 
pace made by a ten-horse power motor 
tandem. The one Waltnour was follow- 
ing, which was steered by Eli Winesett 
ami Zenas Field, was only of tour-horse 
power. This shows that Champion.had 
the possfbility of more than twice.-the 
speed of Walthour, making it entirely de- 
pendent upon the rider himself—and Bob- 
by more than made good. Buf the great- 
est handicap in this regard was the fact 
that Champion's tmmense motor. about 
twice the size of Walthour’s ‘by its im- 
mense proportions, not only scattered the 
wind against which Champton by ‘ais 
impetus had to battle, but created a suc- 
tion which virtually canried Champion 
along. Although it may be a triffe exag- 
gerated’ comparison, the idea may be con- 
veyed by’ comparing a rider following a 
single motor pace to an unpaced rider. 
The discrepancy between the paice Cham- 
pion enjoyed and that Bobby followed in 
Boston was almost as great. it meant 
that Walthour took the full capacity of 
his tandem motor, while Champion’s pace- 
makers -had to lag to keep from giving 
the dust to their man. 


The story of the Boston race and his 
misfortunes, as told by Walthour him- 
sel, 4s interesting. There is “little of the 
contingency of “if” itn the story: it fs 
just a plain statement of facts that show 
the Atlanta ‘boy was in the race eevry 
minute of the time, and a winner by every 
indication, until his undoing came by ac- 
cidents that he could not foresee .and 
over which he was powerless to exert any 
control. 

“Champion took the lead,’ said Wal- 
thour, “and was going at a bit over 
a thirty-four gate, although 1t was very 
cold and a heavy wind was blowing. lL 
thought he was trying to hold me back 
until the finish, and Knew if it came to 


the riders against whom he went, that

a sprint with his ten-horse power motor 
I stood little ghow.of getting around him 
in tae wind-up with a motor of only four- 
horse power. The only thing left for 
me to do, therefore, was to try to tire 
Champion out. Accordingly Winesett put 
on al] the speed my motor could go, and 
from that time we gained on an average 
of 50 yards every 2 miles. At the 18-mile 
mark I had cayght and passe? every man 
in the race except Unampion and Butler. 
I kept up my pace, going at the limti until 
I had lapped these two riders, and then 
the tire on my wheel exploded. 

“As quickly as I could I got across the 
track and changed to my extra wheel, 
and again took up my pace, but in doing 
this I lost fully hatf a lap. It was a hard 
fight, but I was gaining all I had lost, 


when the chain on my wheel snapped. On 
the other two wheels I tried ine chains, 
and each of these in succession bfoke. 
Then it was that 1 had to quit tne race. ; 


Wheels Were Old Ones. 


tract with a certain bicycle manufactur- 
ing cofmpany to ride no other wheel than 
theirs. The wheels I now have are the 
ones that have gone through many hard 
battles on the track. Naturaily they could 
not be expected to be Immune to accli- 
dents or not as fit for the work as wheels 
fresh from the factory. My new wheels 
will ‘be here very soon, I hope in tme tor 
my race Thursday night against Butler, 
and then I will not have the fear of ex- 
ploding tires or breaking chains. 

“Butler rode Champion a close race, 
and if he had been behind Champion's big 
moter he could have still held the ad- 
vantage. I thought Champion would give / 
me a hard race with his big motor, but 
I hari no difficulty in riding away from 
him. I was riding every mile at a 1:29 or 
1:30 gait and would have gone very close 
to 40 miles in the hour.” 

Walthour then expressed the belief that 
Butler will prove his hardest proposition 
during the coming season on the northern 
circuits. 

Walthour says he was never in finer Tfet- 
tle for the struggle of his life than he 
is today. He says he will go into the 
race Thursday night confident of cutting 
another notch on the stick 
his winnings, and will prize the victory 
all the more highly because of the, man 
against whom he is going to ride. 

Nat Butler did not come with Walthour 
vesterday, as was at first expecterl. He 
stopped over until Sunday morning in Bos- 
ton, end, Walthour coming on directly 
after the race; arrived some hours earlier. 
Butler will reach here either this morn- 
ing or afternoon.

Butler will come Burrows, a Bos- 
ton man, ahd one of the fastest and best 
pacemakers in the ‘business today. bBur- 
rows is fully up: to alt of the tricks and 
advantagés’ of Work on the single motor 
and will give Butler -as good a pace as 
could be obtained. In the Carnegie -libra- 
ry benefit race Thursday, Butler has a 
éharte the best of it, in that he will fol- 
low a five-horse power moter, while Wal- 
thour’s machine is only four-horse power.

GEORGIA WILL HAVE 


SHORT PEACH CROP 


Commisssoner Stevens Says it Will Be 
Less Than Half of Last Year's. 


PEACHES ARE FALLING OFF 


Planting Is Behind All Over the 
State, and in Many Piaces There 
Has Not Been Rain Enough 
To Bring “Up the 
Seed. 


Commissioner. of Agriculture O. BP. 
Stevens, who has been over the state 
te a considerable extent within the last 
few wecks, says the peach crop will un- 
questionably. be cut much shorter than 
the, people have had any idea of up to 
the present time. 

General farm crops are also sufferirg 
severely, he states, as a result of dry 
weather in some sections. In some parts 
of Georgia the planting has not yet been 
completed, while in others the crops are 
weeks behind where they were last year. 

“T cannot see how we can have a large 
cotton crop this year,’’ Colone! Stevens 
said yesterday. “In fact I do not be- 
lieve, under the present conditions, that 
it is possible.”’ 

Colonel Stevens thinks that the late 
planting and the slow growth of the 
crop is sure indication that it will be 
much shorter this year than last. 

“As to the peaches,” Colonel Stevens 
said, ‘‘we will have less than half a 
crop this year. The prospects are not 
near so favorable as last year. In ad- 
dition to all that the peaches have suf- 
fered up to the present time, the curculio 
is now attacking them in almost every 
part of the state. This is the worm or 
insect that gets into the peach and de- 
stroys it while it is still green, and 
causes the young fruit to fall off the 
tree. Much of the crop is now being 
destroved from this causo and there is 
no t2lling where it will stop. 

In some parts of Georgia where cotton 
and corn have been planted there has 
not been rain enough to bring up the 
seed. In some places planting has not 
been completed, while in still others 
there has been no planting at all. The 
farmers are not at all pleased with the 
season’s outlook, and so far as it has 
gone there is no doubt it is a gloomy 
one.”’

“While Mr. Doolittle is. out in town 
introducing his goods among the whole- 
sale or retail tobacco dealers, this little 
‘ad’ on the hotel register is doing its 
work. Some fellow comes along who is 
looking for a friend he thinks fs in town 
and possibly registered at this house. 
He goes over the names on the register 
and his eye is at once attracted by Doo- 
little’s signature, which 4s usually stamp- 
ed in a vivid red, and it sets him think- 
ing. 

“Possibly he {is a smoker, but has never 
heard of these cigars. The name sticks 
in his mind and the chances are that 
the next time he drops in at the tobacco- 
nists he will ask for them, and if the 
dealer does not have them he will prob- 
ablv order some when Mr. Doolittle calls 
on him. It is a great scheme, as you can 
see. As I said before, a good adver- 
tisement is worth its weight in gold.”

Deal on Foot To Sell First Methodist 
Building and Site. 


$100,000 IS PRICE ASKED 


Ninety-Day Option, Secured Some 
Time Ago by E. P. Black, Ex- 
pires Latter Part of This 
Month—Definite Action 
Will Then Follow. 


Negotiations are now in progress which 
may result in the sale of the First Meth- 
odist church property at the junction of 
Peachtree, North Pryor and Houston 
streets. 

An option for ninety’days on the build- 
ing and site, which was granted to E. 
P,. Black sevéral weeks ago, will expire 
the latter part of this month, and at 
that time a definite. decision will have 
been reached. The option .was accom- 
panied by an offer to sell the property for 
$100,000, and if a deal is made it is likely 
that this price will prevail. 

Mr. Black is acting for outside parties, 
who, it is understood, are contemplating 
the erection of an apartment house on 
the site. The sale of the present property 
would mean the purchase of a new site 
for the church and the erection of 3 
handsome and modern structure. 

Mr. Black approached the trustees some 
time ago in ‘reference to a sale and they 
offered to let the property go for $100,000. 
It was impossible to consummate the 
deal at that time.arid Mr. Black secured 
an option for ninety davs. 

This time will be out the latter part of 
this month and Mr. Black will then no- 
tify the trustees whether the offer is ac- 
cepted or rejected. Should the deal be 
made it.ig probable that the work of re- 
moving the present church building 
would begin as soon as possible. 

Before the sale would be effective it 
would have to be approved by the board 
of trustees and the quarterly conference. 
A committee, composed of Messrs. W. H. 
Patterson, George Winship and C. ‘W. 
Hunnicutt, has been appointed from the 
board of trustees to.Jook after the de- 
tails and have charge of the negotlatione. 
The committee will submit its report 
direct to the board. 

The trade, if consummated, will prove 
one of the biggest real estate transac- 
tions known In Atlanta in some time. 
The site is one of the most valuable pieces 
of property in the city, being locate4 
almost in the heart of the business dis- 
trict. It fronts 140 feet ‘on Peachtree, 
146 on North Pryor and 70 feet on Hous- 
ton street. The lot.ig triangular shaped 
and has a depth of 120 feet in the rear, 
running through from Peachtree to Pry- 
or street, 

The church fs one of the oldest in the 
city and was origimifiy known as Wes- 
ley chapel. For a number of years and 
until 1872 services were held in qa wooden 
building. It is stated that many of the 
members haye favored a sale for some 
time, owing to the noise created by traffic 
on the streets about the edifice.
